Greece was bound by treaty to go

Queen Sophia's 


brother. 
It was bound by interest to 


thwart the ambitious designs of Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria and to hold what 
it got from the Turk in i912. 
It 


was bound by the bitter recollections 
of generations of servitude, intensi- 
fied by the detent of a little over 20 
\ears ago, to be hostile to Turkey in 
any tesue. it was not fogotten in 
Greece that Germanv had tiained the 
Turkish troops and 
educated 
the

Greece in that war 


Germany has ro be fought in the 


Balkans 
That is where the war be- 


gan. That is essential to the German 
dream of "Berlin to Bagdad.'' Wil-

To get into the Bal- 
kans the a'lies needed a Greek port 
The Germans have tried to justify 
their course in Belgium by the pres- 
ence of the allies in Greece, but have 
failed. 
The fact that Belgium pre- 


ceded Greece is destructive to the 
German excuses.

analogy in the entrance of the allies 
or their conduct. 


The allies entered Greece upon the 


invitation of the prime minister, who 
gave the invitation in fulfillment of 
Greece's obligation 
to 
aid 
Servia 


They have made no effort to conquer. 
strip, rob and wreck 
the 
country 


They established themselves at Salon- 
iki. 
But while the brother-in-law ol 


the Uaisor was on ihe throne and con- 
trolled the greater part of the armj 
aggressive movements by the allies 
were restricted by the danger of a 
fire in the rear. The allies have held 
their position and awaited events in 
Athens. 
Events were too slow in 


coming, and they have finally con- 
vinced Constantino that there is noth- 
ing for him to do but to abdicate and 
to leave the country with the sister 
of the kaiser and the crown prince. 
The second son is believed to be free 
from the malign influence of his 
uncle and to be acceptable to the peo- 
ple and to the allies. 


It has been predicted sometimes 


that the war would end where it be- 
gan, in the Balkans. This region is 
the keystone of the Hamburg-to-the- 
Persian-Gulf arch projected by Wil- 
liam II. 
The prediction may possi- 


bly be realized. With the Hohenzol- 
lerns out of Greece .and with 
the 


country lined up with the allies, in 
accordance with the sentiments of the 
people and the destinies of the king- 
dom, General Serrall may find it pos- 
sible to overwhelm the Bulgarians 
and rescue Rumania and Servia. 
If 


the alimentary canal between Ger- 
many and Turkey can be cut the lat- 
:er will shrivel and fall into the hands 
of the allies.

MANY HOME GARDENERS 


Nebraska Man Would Have Gov- 
ernment Tax on Canines—They 


Are a Foe to Sleep. He Says. 


Next to war, dogs seem to be about 


the most terrible tiling in the world, 
according to tJie hundreds of letters 
that are coming to the National Emer- 
gency Food Garden Commission, which 
Is conducting a nation wide campaign 
for more food gardens and is just com- 
pleting a nation wide survey on \vhat 
i he country is really doing in food con- 
servation.

"Let our 5,000,000 dogs pay some of 
our war tar." He is for a ten dollar 
tax on dogs. He of course would save 
the trained sheep dog. The document 
tells of the damage done by dogs to 
children, horses, gardens, and also what 
good gloves a dog skin will make. 


A national flog law is advocated by 


the Nebraskan, who says: "A ten cent 
dog in town is often allowed to rob 
people of $100 worth of sleep hi a sin- 
gle night while he barks at a eat 
Sleep is one of the best assets we 
iave. A man might as well break into 
a neighbor's house and rob him, of 95 
or $10 a night than to allow that worse 
than worthless dog to rob him of 
sleep. This should be a national mat- 
ter. 
State laws are not strong 


enough.''
